County Auditor Luedtke, in refus­ 
ing to comply with the 
township 
trustee’s demands takes the stand 
that he has no authority to turn the 
funds over to the trustee of Persh­ 
ing township owing to the fact that 
an injunction is pending to enjoin the 
Jackson county commissioners from 
dividing Salt Creek township. 
For 
that reason the county auditor is of 
the opinion that it would be illegal 
for him to turn the fund" over to the 
trustee of Pershing township. 
It will be remembered that at the 
May session of the county commis­ 
sioners the prayer of petitioners from 
Salt Creek township to divide it into 
two townships was granted.

The price for new wheat made a 
sharp advance this morning, the local 
buyers announcing a quotation of 
$2.13 for the first grade, a jump of 
five cents lier bushel over the former 
figure. 
Second grade wheat is quot­ 
ed at $2.10 a discount of three cents 
per bushel under the first grade price, 
and No. 3 wheat sells for $2.06. Oth­ 
er grades are quoted according to 
condition and quality. 
All wheat 
this year is sold according to the 
government’s test and it is under­ 
stood that the price is fairly uniform 
throughout the country. 
Local prices 
are based on the Chicago price. 
It is unusual for wheat to advance 
as much as five cents a bushel dur­ 
ing the height of the thrashing sea­ 
son, and farmers in this vicinity are 
inclined to believe that the strong 
markets indicate a much higher price 
during the winter. 
Usually the price 
during the thrashing season is the 
lowest of the year. 
Local buyers of corn also quoted 
an advance of ten cents a bushel this 
morning, the prevailing price being 
$1.85.

An additional check on all tax lev- 
ie- to be collected in Jackson county 
this year is provided in the recent 
tax law. 
Heretofore the township 
trustees and county officials have pre­ 
pared the tax levies for their respec­ 
tive units, hut this year all levies 
must be sent to the "tate board of tax 
commissioners to be checked up and 
verified before they can be placed in 
operation. 
This 
provision 
means 
much additional work for the county 
auditor. 
James Branaman and Albert Lued­ 
tke, county assessor and auditor, re- 
"Pectively, are preparing for ajrush 
of work which must follow the ad­ 
journment of the board of review Fri­ 
day afternoon. 
Practically none of 
the totals for the different units have 
been made and the assessor is busy 
working on his reports so that they 
can he turned over to the auditor who 
will figure out the levies that will be 
required for the various units. 
The manner to be followed by the 
township tni"tees in fixing their lev- 
ies is not clear. 
However, direct in­ 
formation on this subject is expected 
by the county auditor from the state 
hoard of tax commissioners within the 
next few days. 
The township trus­ 
tee will likely figure out how much 
money will be required for the dif- 
j ferent funds under his control and 
the auditor will then fix the .levies 
on the basis of the new appraisement 
figures. 
These levies will then be 
forwarded to the state tax board 
where errors or oniisrions 
will h« 
corrected. 
In this way a triple check 
is placed against all levies. 
The board of review had a tedious 
session because of the operation of 
the new tax law. 
Many points of the 
law were entirely new to all the tax 
officials, but the members have been 
congratulated upon the work that was 
accomplished. 
It is conceded that 
while some errors have possibly been 
made, the appraisements were made 
on as equitable basis as possible. 
After the work of the board was 
completed the members “threw a 
treat” of ice cream, candy and cigars 
for all the officials and clerks at the 
court house.

“I think the President would more 
effectively serve his country in this 
way than by making stump speeches 
throne bout the nation,” said Moses. 
President Wilson has already ex­ 
pressed a willingness to give all in­ 
formation possible to the Committee. 
It was per"istently reported that the 
President has asked Senator Swan­ 
son to handle all matters in connec­ 
tion with the league in place of Sen­ 
ator Hitchcock who has been the ad­ 
ministrator spokesman. 
Other 
republican 
members said 
today they 
favored having Wilson 
meet the committee to inform it ful­ 
ly on treaty provisions about which 
there is controversy or doubt. Dor­ 
si h said he would vote for a resolu­ 
tion inviting Wil>on to appear. 
Many democrats also would like

service, made in a speech to the sen­ 
ate, accepted at once. 
The view generally taken was that 
the committee cannot refuse to in- 
hlockade against Russia. 
Italy filed \ ite the president to appear, in view 
a claim today a"king that she be 
granted the Austrian, concession in 
Tien, Tsin, China, the peace treaty 
now providing that the concession re­ 
vert to China for international use. 
Dispatch of British, French and 
American warships to Fiume was a 
surprise though apparently such a 
course was decided upon at least two 
days ago as the ships are now on 
their way. 
It was hoped today that 
the presence of the vessels would 
help to stabalize the situation, but the 
Italians consider their dispatch was 
a French move. 
Experts advised 
the council that 
they eonsidtelfcd ratification of the 
lienee treaty by the German nation­ 
al assembly was sufficient, without 
awaiting action by the Prusrian and 
Bavarian parliaments.

Immediately upon the reading of 
the president’s message announcing 
his veto of the agricultural bill the 
house voted 225 to 77 
to 
consider 
the veto 
next 
Monday. 
The an­ 
nouncement of the veto was greeted 
by applause 
by 
many Republicans 
from city? districts who voted against 
replacing the daylight saving bill. 
The president affixed his signature 
to the Indian appropriation bill and 
to an act to permit congressmen to 
appoint two secretaries, who woald 
be enrolled as employes of congress.

Main? This, as the more spirited con­ 
jecture, I naturally preferred, and, in 
default of exact information, decided 
to accept.

more I pondered 
upon 
this 
fancy and remarked Hie extent of the 
ruins — including several subsidiary 
outhouses—and noted, too, one or two 
choked stone staircases that seemed 
to descend into the bowels of the 
earth, the more plausible it seemed. 
In one or two places where I sus­ 
pected underground cellars—dungeons 
for unhappy captives belike, or strong 
vaults for the storage of the treasure

Stones, and they seemed unmistakably 
to reverberate with a hollow rumbling 
sound; but I could find no present way 
of getting down into them. As I said, 
the staircases that promised an en­ 
trance into them were choked with 
debris. 
But I promised myself to 
come some other day, with pick and 
shovel, and make an attempt at explor­ 
ing them. 
Meanwhile, after poking about in as 
much of the ruins as I could penetrate, 
I stepped out through a gap in one 
of the walls and found myself again 
on the path by which I had entered. 
I noticed that it still ran on farther 
north, as having a destination beyond. 
So leaving the haunted ruins behind 
I pushed on and had gone but a short 
distance when the path began to de­ 
scend slightly from the ridge on w'hich 
the ruins stood; and there, in a broad 
square hollow before me, was the wel­ 
come living green of a flourishing plan­ 
tation of coconut palms I It w'as evi­ 
dently of considerable extent—a quar­ 
ter of a mile or so, I judged—and the 
palms w’ere very thick and planted 
close together. To my surprise, too, I 
observed, as at length the path brought 
me to them after a sharp descent, that 
they were fenced in by a high bam­ 
boo stockade, for the most part in 
good condition, but here and there 
broken down with decay. 
Through one of these gaps I pres­ 
ently made my way and found myself 
among the soaring columns of the 
palms, hung aloft with clusters of the 
great green nuts. 
Fallen palm fronds 
made a carpet for my feet—very pleas­ 
ant after the rough and tangled w’ay I 
had traveled, and now and again one 
• if the coco nuts would fall down with 
a thud amid the green silence. 
One 
of these, which narrowly missed my 
head, suggested that here I had the 
opportunity of quenching very agree­ 
ably the thirst of which I had become 
suddenly aw'are. 
My claspknife soon 
made an opening through the tough 
shell, and, seated on the ground, I set 
my mouth to it, and, raising the nut 
above my head, allowed the “milk” 
cool as spring water—to gurgle deli­ 
ciously down my parched throat. When 
at length I had drained it, and my 
head once more returned to its natural 
angle, I was suddenly made aware that 
my poaching had not gone unobserved. 
“Ha! ha!” called a pleasant voice, 
evidently belonging to a man of an 
unusually tall and lean figure who was 
approaching me through the palm 
trunks; “so you have discovered my 
hidden paradise—my Alcinous garden, 
so to say;” and he quoted two well- 
known lines of Homer In the original 
Greek, adding: “or if you prefer It in 
Pope’s translation, which I think— 
don’t you?—remains the best: 


Close to the uates a spacious garden lies, 
Prom storms defended and 
inclement 
skies— 


“and so on. 
Alas! for an old man’s 
memory! It grows shorter and shorter 
—like his life, eh? 
Never mind, you 
are welcome, sir stranger, mysterious­ 
ly tossed up here like Ulysses, on our 
island coast.” 
I gazed with natural w’onderment 
at this strange individual, who thus 
in the heart of the wilderness had 
saluted me with a meticulously pure 
English accent, and welcomed me in 
a quotation from Homer In the original 
Greek. Who, in the devil’s name, was 
this odd character who, I saw, as I 
looked closer at him, was, us he had 
hinted, quite an old man, though his 
unusual erectness and sprightliness of 
manner, lent him an Illusive air of 
youth? 
Who on earth was he—and 
how did he happen in the middle of 
this haunted w’ood?
